Britain’s mighty battle cruiser Hood, the world’s largest 
warship, was blown to pieces and went down with virtually all 
her 1,3It officers and men yesterday (Saturday) in a battle 
with the German battleship Bismarck somewhere between 
Greenland and Iceland on the edge of the western hemisphere. 
A shell from the 35,000-ton Bismarck tore into the 42,100- 
ton Hood’s magazine and in a m atter of seconds the pride of 
the royal navy went to the bottom, a shattered hulk. 
B ism a rck ( based 
British asserted they got in a lick against the Bismarck and 
that the damaged Nazi man-o’-war tonight was being chased 
by their revenge-bent fleet. 
It was the heaviest blow to the British navy since the war 
began, a disaster much worse than the sinking of the battle- 
ship Royal Oak in a spectacular Nazi submarine foray into 
i Scapa Flow in the war. 
The admiralty announced somberly that most of the Hood’s

German planes were destroyed.

Others were tangled in trees and 
shot as they struggled like apes 
among the branches.”

The screen-wire being used in 
houses today is either a galvan­ 
ized w lr 
cen product,

1s very satisfactory and w ill last 
a food many years, or a copper or 
bronze screen. The objection

copper and bronze screens is that 
the m etal is softer and the screen- 
w ire w ill sac at times and have to 
Pe re-stretched, although that Is 
rn relatively simple job. And th* 
copper is everlasting. 
Screen doors in the past

ha* been placed over a beautiful 
entrance

entirely

is possible to have aer ten 
doors decorative and artistic

of the year and there is no rea­ 
son why a fine entrance should be 
m arred by a commonplace screen 
door. 
Porches bv all means should be 
screened and sometimes In

terrace. This may he done by hav­ 
ing the roof of 
screen

made just as one would hat* for

porch. Support must be arranged 
to

tions, which is re latives simple I

ligh t tee (steel! irons into which 
the screen aections lay. In 
this 
w ay the light and air of the ter­ 
race is still maintained with 
the 
view to the open sky kept intact.

about screens is that a dry. clean 
storage space must

provided 
for them in the winter time when 
they are not in use. They may he 
Irin g in racks which may h« at­ 
tached to the ceiling of the stor­ 
age space and kept off the floor 
in this way only a small space 
1s required.
